The BW trade mark on your slide 
box is the mark of Gebruder Bing of 
Nuremburg. Makers of many small 
children’s lanterns and lithographic 
slides. 

Hello Wagner 


Thank you for contacting us. I think 
your images show severe heat damage 
caused by someone projecting them 
for far too long in a lantern with a high 
power illuminant. If that is the case 

it will be irreversible. You are safe to 
clean the glass side of the slides but 
the image side will most probably 

be damaged further by any cleaning 
attempt. In the case of an important 
image, I would recommend digitally 
scanning it before any attempt is made 
to clean or restore any slide. That way 
you at least preserve the image if not 
the object. 

We can post your enquiry in our next 
e-publication (May) in case any of our 
members have anything to add. Our 
Society does have a Facebook presence 
- you could post items on that.

I am doing some research 
about “The Magic Lantern”, 
which I believe was the 
world’s first lantern journal, 
published in Philadelphia from 
1874 to 1885. A total of 125 
issues appeared. After a trip to 
libraries in the USA next year, 
I plan to write (and probably 
publish) a summary of the 
contents of the journal. But there 
is one thing... 


Over the years I have searched 

for library holdings in union 
catalogues of periodicals and in 
online databases, and have enquired 
at the Smithsonian, Library of 
Congress, New York Public Library, 
University of Rochester, George 
Eastman Museum (Rochester) and 
other libraries...and I have located 
most issues. But there are three issues

missing in all collections, it seems: 
numbers 7, 8 and 9 of volume 10 - 
being July, August and September 
of 1884. 


A few years ago I contacted our 
late, much lamented colleague 
Richard Balzer to see if he 
owned those issues of vol. 10, 
but he replied to say that he 
too was missing those in his 
holdings of the journal.
